BERLIN, Oct. 8--The. Russian ar

uarily intense artillery preparation.

Mr. Wilson has 
advertised bis irresolution to the world by repeated 
retreats after striking the heroi¢ attitude for home 
app'ause. He has let years go by ithout preparing 
the nation to defend itself from aggression and he has 
given the world the example of a weather vane whose 
direction no government could predict. 

If the American people wish above all else to keep 
out of war they will consult their knowledge of 
human life and realize that the Wilson policy has 
been a policy which must keep the nation ever on 
the brink of that catastrophe and they will realize 
that in steady strength is peace and in that aione. 

There is but one peace and that is the peace of 
confident strength. The peace of Woodrow Wilson 
is an accident and a fraud, a false ap which 
‘will certainly crumble before the logie coming 
events.

Chicago, Oct. 2.—-[ Editor of The Trib- 
une. EIn all the newspaper reading 
in gvhich I have indulged—and I read your 
paper thoroughly and others to some 
extent—the question of pay for Uncle 
Sam's military and naval forces seems 
to be slightly discussed. In the last 
forty years wages in this country have 
increased, as we all know, from 200 to 
800 per cent, and yet our liberal govern- 
ment continues the pay of a soldier at 
$15 a month, and I presume the naval 
employés are similarly stinted. 

The government wonders why it gets 
no enlistments; it is a wonder to me that 
it gets any. If the people who stay at 
home expect service of this character for 
such a paltry remuneration they are so 
narrow thai they are not entitled to pro- 
tection. The enlisting locations are fre- 
quently in the neighborhood of employ- 
ment agencies which offer §2.50 a day 
and board, and 80 per cent of their ap- 
plicants would not passe muster in the 
army and navy. The $15 per month will 
hardly buy incidentals. It is time the 
government doubled or more. than 
doubled the pay, and when it does it will 
find applicants, in my judgment.

This part of 
th preparation of beans mey be done in 
the morning and the beens finished at 
night, provided they are well covered. 

Now, there are two ways of finishing 
the cooking. The careful cook may add 
butter simply, an ounce or more to a
